I, James Hamilton, a prisoner in the said gaol, 


under Sentence of death for the murder of Noah Heaton,

wishing to make a voluntary confession of my guilt, 
i before my execution for the crime of which I stand 
convicted, declare as follows: 
f For some time before the period of the murder 
of Heaton, I was in great apprehension that I should 
lose my property in Chinguacousy, as it was advertised 
for sale by the Sheriff, in execution for the amount 
of a note of hand which the late Robert Blevins had ‘" 
induced me to sign, and upon which a suit had been 
brought, and Judgment obtained against me. Iwas 
fearful, that by the sale of this property, and in 
consequence of the suit which Heaton had instituted 
in Chancery against me for the recovery of the property 
whieh he had conveyed to my late brother, I might 
be reduced to want. Althought I was under the 
influence of this fear, I did not meditate the death 
of Heaton; nor had I any intention of committing the 


murder when I went out to Toronto with John Brown; 


my object in going out then, was to get some clothes 

from my sister in Chinguacousy: inténding by the way 

by to call on Heaton to try and get the Chancery suit 

settled with him one way or the other.
